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INTRODUCTION 


Eighty-five  librarians  serving  blind  and/or  physically 
handicapped  individuals  in  28  countries  met  during  the  45th  Congress 
and  Council  Meeting  of  the  International  Federation  of  Library 
Associations  (IFLA)  to  review  activities,  agree  on  action  projects, 
and  develop  specific  performance  goals. 

Five  formal,  scheduled  open  meetings  were  held  on  Sunday, 
August  26,  Tuesday,  August  28,  and  Friday,  August  31.  Three  meetings 
restricted  to  Rovind  Table  members  were  held  on  Wednesday,  August  29, 
and  Thursday,  August  30.  The  Advisory  Coiranittee  met  once. 

BACKGROUND

Produce  an  international  standard  for 
bibliographical  description  of  special 
format  materials; 

Assume  a standardized  media  of  exchange; 
and 

Project  a mechanism  for  universal  biblio- 
graphic information  exchange. 


5)  Biobibliographical  Directory— D.  S.  Zharkov,  U.S.S.R.,  and 
Paul  E.  Thiele,  Canada 

Recommendation  to : 

Create  and  publish  an  international  bio- 
bibliographical directory  of  blind 
personalities  in  science  and  culture. 


6)  Postal/Custom  Concerns — Henry  Fidder,  Netherlands,  and 
A.  D.  Hagle , U.S.A. 

Recommendations  to; 

Create  a system  to  collect  and  report  on 
the  length  of  time  spent  in  transporting 
special  library  material  as  postage-free 
surface  mail ; the  extent  of  damage  to 
materials  which  occurs  in  transport;  and 
the  incident  of  loss  of  materials  in  inter- 
national mails . 

Build  a mechanism  to  encourage  international 
air  transport  associations  to  extend  stand- 
by air  rates  to  materials  useful  to  blind 
and  physically  handicapped  individuals. 
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7)  Recordings — Paul  E.  Thiele,  Canada 


Recommendation  to: 

Enhance  standardization  of  recording  media. 


8)  International  Contact  Points — Peter  Hanke,  U.S.A. 


Discussion  of : 

Creation  of  an  international  directory  of 
libraries  serving  blind  and  physically 
handicapped  readers  and  the  identification 
of  recorded  and  braille  production  centers. 


In  addition,  John  Larsen,  Denmark,  reported  on  library  ser- 
vice for  blind  and  physically  handicapped  individuals  in  Denmark. 

Anna  Ubostad,  Noanvay,  described  and  recommended  a position  regarding 
the  "adoption"  of  libraries  in  emerging  nations  and  Frank  Kurt  Cylke, 
U.S.A. , provided  an  overview  of  Round  Table  activities  and  s\mmarized 
UNESCO-sponsored  projects. 


MEETINGS 

Mr.  Cylke,  U.S.A.,  served  as  Chairman  and  coordinated  all 
discussions. 


1979  Activity  Svimmary 

Mr.  Cylke  reviewed  1979  activity  briefly,  noting  the  follow- 
ing Roxind  Table  accomplishments : 

Activity  of  the  Working  Group  of  Libraries 
for  the  Blind  was  recognized  by  IFLA,  and 
a Round  Table  of  Libraries  for  the  Blind 
was  established  during  the  1979  Congress; 

Participation  in  Round  Table  activities 
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has  expanded  from  29  librarians  represent- 
ing 14  countries  in  1977  to  85  librarians 
representing  28  countries  in  1979; 

A working  budget  with  a projected  annual 
balance  of  $5,500  (U.S.)  has  been 
established; 

Three  UNESCO  contracts,  for  partial  funding, 
have  been  received,  to: 

Produce  a feasibility  study  for  an 
African  braille  production  system: 
total  cost  $38,665  (U.S.)  completed; 

Compile  a world  directory  of  libraries 
and  production  facilities: 
total  cost  $23,000  (U.S.)  in  progress; 
and  to 

Hold  a training  seminar  for  librarians 
serving  blind  individuals  in  Africa: 
total  cost  $30,000  (U.S.)  in  progress. 

Close  working  relationships  have  been  developed 
with  the  World  Council  for  the  Welfare  of  the 
Blind; 

An  information  service  has  been  maintained, 
with  materials  mailed  to  Ro\ind  Table  members 
monthly  and  twice  yearly  mailings  made  to  500 
other  libraries  serving  blind  and  physically 
handicapped  individuals ; 

A publications  effort  resulted  in  the  following 

Library  Services  for  the  Blind  and 
Physically  Handicapped  (IFLA  Publications 
16)  issued  in  August  1979  by  K.  G.  Saur, 
Munchen , Germany . 

"International  Coordination  of  Library 
Services  for  Blind  and  Physically  Handi- 
capped Individuals:  An  Overview  of  IFLA 
Activities,"  an  article  by  Frank  Kurt 
Cylke,  accepted  for  publication  by  UNESCO 
Journal  in  issue  #4,  Fall  1979;

1979  Discussions 


Copyright ; A Proposed  RTLB/IFLA  Posture — Francois e Hebert,  Canada 

Following  a brief  description  of  copyright  matters 
relating  to  the  production  of  materials  for  blind  and  physically 
handicapped  readers,  Ms.  Hebert  stated  that  there  are  three  ways 
to  approach  the  question: 

1)  The  Round  Table  can  press  for  a revision  of 
the  copyright  conventions,  in  order  to  incor- 
porate exceptions  for  the  handicapped  into 
the  convention  texts.  Success  here  is  highly 
unlikely  for  the  Round  Table; 

2)  The  Round  Table  can  pressure  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Berne  and  Universal  Copyright 
Conventions  to  pressure  their  member  states 
(our  governments)  to  incorporate  special  pro- 
visions and  exceptions  for  the  handicapped 
into  national  copyright  legislation;  and 

3)  The  Round  Table  can  try  to  convince  one  of 
our  governments  to  raise  this  question  at  a 
general  conference  of  UNESCO,  for  discussion 
and  hopefully  unanimous  support  of  certain 
recommendations  which  we  would  have  been 
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instrxjmental  in  drafting. 

OPTIONS  TWO  AND  THREE  WERE  ADOPTED 
BY  THE  ROUND  TABLE  FOR  ACTION. 

Fiirther,  the  Round  Table  voted  unanimously  to  support 
the  Universal  Declaration  of  Human  Rights  which  states,  in 
Article  27,  Paragraph  2,  that: 

"Everyone  has  the  right  freely  to  participate 
in  the  cultural  life  of  the  community,  to 
enjoy  the  arts  and  share  in  scientific 
advancement  and  its  benefits." 

The  Declaration  recognizes  the  significance  of  printed  materials 
in  the  achievement  of  these  objectives  in  society  today.  The 
Round  Table  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  millions  of  indi- 
viduals throughout  the  world  are  unable  to  read  printed  materials 
because  of  a physical  handicap,  and  are  thus  greatly  disadvantaged 
in  their  attempt  to  lead  full,  active,  ^d  independent  lives  in 
society.  Hcindicapped  individuals  depend  on  materials  in  alternate 
media  such  as  braille,  large  print,  and  recorded  format.  The 
production  and  dissemination  of  such  materials  is  a responsibility 
usually  assumed  by  charitable  and  governmental  agencies.  The 
quantity  of  materials  produced  in  alternate  media  is  never  more 
than  a small  fraction  of  the  world's  publishing  output,  and  is 
inadequate  to  serve  the  educational , informational , and  cultural 
needs  of  handicapped  readers . Copyright  is  one  reason  for  the 
insufficiency  of  materials  for  the  handicapped,  as  it  can  delay, 
encumber,  restrict,  or  prevent  the  production  and  dissemination 
of  alternate  media  materials.  The  IFLA  Roxind  Table  of  Libraries 
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for  the  Blind  deplores  copyright  barriers  to  the  free  flow  of 
materials  for  the  handicapped  and  considers  that  copyright 
regulations  which  prevent  or  unduly  delay  handicapped  indi- 
viduals from  reading  published  materials  in  alternate  media 
are  discriminatory  and  in  violation  of  the  basic  human  right 
of  free  access  to  public  information. 

Action 

Votes  were  taken  on  several  resolutions : 

1)  Copyright  regulations  which  unduly  delay, 
encumber,  restrict,  or  prevent  the  pro- 
duction and  dissemination  of  alternate 
media  materials  created  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  handicapped  persons  unable  to  read 
normal  print,  constitute  a violation  of 
the  basic  human  right  of  free  access  to 
public  information,  and  shall  be  removed 
from  copyright  laws. 

PASSED  BY  UNANIMOUS  VOTE. 

2)  Copyright  owners  shall  not  have  the  right 
to  refuse  permission  for  their  piiblished 
works  to  be  transcribed  into  alternate 
media  such  as  braille,  large  print,  and 
recorded  formats , for  the  exclusive  use 
of  handicapped  persons  unable  to  read 
conventional  print,  as  this  constitutes 

a form  of  discrimination  against  handi- 
capped individuals  and  is  in  violation 
of  basic  human  rights. 

PASSED  V7ITH  ONE  NEGATIVE  VOTE  BY 
FRANK  KURT  CYLKE , U.S.A. 

3)  Copyright  owners , legislators  and  society 
in  general  shall  recognize  the  essential 
nature  of  services  provided  by  libraries 
for  blind  individuals  in  serving  basic 
educational , informational , and  cultural 
needs  of  handicapped  persons , and  shall 
assist  actively  and  positively  the  efforts 
of  libraries  for  the  blind  to  produce  and 
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disseminate  materials  in  alternate  media 
for  handicapped  persons  unable  to  read 
normal  print. 

PASSED  BY  UNANIMOUS  VOTE. 

4)  Measures  to  eliminate  delays  in  obtaining 
permissions  from  copyright  owners  to 
transcribe  their  works  into  alternate 
media  materials  shall  be  considered  for 
adoption  by  all  coimtries.  Such  measures 
include  legislated  exemptions  for  the  pro- 
duction and  dissemination  of  alternate 
media  materials  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
handicapped  individuals , and  statutory 
rights  or  compulsory  licenses  which 
eliminate  the  requirement  to  obtain  per- 
mission prior  to  production  of  materials 
in  alternate  media. 

PASSED  BY  UNANIMOUS  VOTE. 

5)  A resolution  regarding  remuneration  to 
authors  was  discussed  at  length  and  in 
detail.  Connnents  were  expressed  by  repre- 
sentatives from  Denmark,  Italy,  Libya, 
Canada,  Netherlands,  and  the  U.S.A. 

THE  RESOLUTION  WAS  DEFEATED  WITH 
THREE  POSITIVE  VOTES  BY  FRANCOISE 
HEBERT,  CANADA,  PAUL  THIELE,  CANADA, 
AND  JUDITH  THIELE,  CANADA. 

An  Implementation  Plan  will  be 
developed  by  a designee  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Round  Table.

Braille ; A State  of  the  Art  with  the  Identification  of  Formats 
that  will  Counteract  Rising  Costs — Paulli  Thomsen,  Denmark 

This  paper,  which  will  be  printed  in  the  October  1979 

issue  of  the  Journal  of  Visual  Impairment  and  Blindness , noted 
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that:  "Prior  to  offering  visually  handicapped  people  the  same 

opportunities  for  education,  vocational  training  and  employment, 
as  well  as-  taking  an  active  part  in  the  general  cultural  and 
political  debate  in  society  as  their  sighted  peers,  a well- 
established  and  fast  functioning  production  system  of  reading 
material  is  required." 

Mr.  Thomsen  detailed  existing  production  systems  and 
concluded  that  the  objective  of  a higher  degree  of  unification 
of  formats  and  standards  in  the  future  production  of  braille 
material  is  dual : 

For  the  producers  to  counteract  rising 
costs  of  production  by  an  international 
sharing  of  resources;  and 

For  consxmers  to  have  extended  access 
to  written  material  for  recreational, 
educational,  and  vocational  purposes. 

The  two  groups , producers  and  consumers , are  both 
represented  by  their  respective  international  organizations : 
the  producers  by  IFLA,  and  the  consxmiers  by  the  World  Council 
for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  and  by  the  International  Federation 
of  the  Blind. 

In  the  development  and  research  of  more  efficient  pro- 
duction systems  based  on  modem  technology,  cooperation  with 
electronic  industries  is  desirable  and  necessary.  The  commercial 
aspects  of  cooperating  with  the  industries,  however,  require  a 
thorough  attention  and  consideration  due  to  the  risk  of  the 
development  of  incompatible  products. 
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The  influence  of  international , nonprofit  bodies  like 
IFLA  and  wore  is  imperative  to  achieve  the  highest  possible 
compatibility  in  the  development  and  presentation- of  new  products. 

Action 

FOUR  RECOMMENDATIONS  WERE 
OFFERED,  DEBATED,  AND  ACCEPTED 
BY  UNANIMOUS  VOTE  OP  THE  ROUND 
TABLE: 

1)  When  and  where  computer  braille  is  produced, 
tapes- — rather  than  hard  copy— should  be 
exchanged  by  libraries? 

2)  Efforts  should  be  ej^ended  by  the  Round 
Table  and  other  groups  to  effect  the 
standardization  of  cassettes  utilized 
in  the  production  of  paperless  braille? 

3)  An  international  list  of  braille  pro- 
ducers should  be  created.  Full  support 
should  be  given  work  of  the  Rotmd  Table 
to  this  point— underwritten  by  UNESCO, 
the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind, 
and  the  Libraiy  of  Congress?  and 

4)  Wien  possible,  braille  should  be  offered 
readers  in  either  uncontracted  or  con- 
tracted form. 


Developing  Countries- — Anna  Ubostad,  Norway 

Action 


Two  specific  proposals  were  put  forward  by  the  incoming 
Chairman  of  the  Rovind  Table; 

1)  Each  member  of  the  Roimd  Table  should 
consider  the  possibility  of  paying  IFLA 
dues  for  a developing  country  for  a 
period  of  two  years.  The  member  paid 
for  must  be  engaged  in  work  for  visually 
handicapped  individuals?  and 

2)  The  Round  Table  should  adopt  a develop- 
ing country,  paying  both  IFLA  dues  and 
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travelling  expenses,  to  take  part  in 
IFLA  meetings.  The  Round  Table  should 
establish  a fund  where  each  participant 
pays  to  ensure  active  participation 
from  at  least  one  developing  country. 

BOTH  RESOLUTIONS  WERE  ADOPTED 
BY  UNANIMOUS  VOTE. 

Ms.  Ubostad  also  described  work  on  the  UNESCO  funded 
Round  Table-sponsored  "Seminar  on  Library  Service  to  Visually 
Handicapped  Readers  in  Developing  Countries."  She  commented  on 
the  p^lrpose , languages , site , and  dates  ; 

Purpose 


To  provide  information  to  African  librarians  offering 
service  to  handicapped  individuals  on; 

- books  for  visually  handicapped  readers; 

- reading  aids ; 

“ distribution; 

- production ; and 

- organization  of  library  service. 

To  discuss : 

- why  library  service  to  handicapped  individuals; 

- what  groups  of  handicapped  persons  must  be 
given  priority  in  a developing  country; 

- how  to  start  building  up  library  service  to 
visually  handicapped  persons  in  a developing 
country ; and 

- how  to  do  so  in  Tanzania. 

To  compose : 

- a plan  for  a project  in  Tanzania  on  library 
service  to  visually  handicapped  individuals ; 
and 

- a suggestion  for  a UNESCO  recommendation  on 
the  necessity  of  incorporation  of  library 
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Cottntry 


seirvice  to  handicapped  readers  in  all 
kinds  of  library  services  and  in  the 
planning  of  such  services.

International  Exchange  of  Bibliographic  Information  Regarding 
Materials  for  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  Individuals  — 

Pieter  J.  A.  de  Villiers,  South  Africa,  and  David  E.  Shumaker, 
U.S.A. 

Mr.  de  Villiers  presented  a review  of  work  and  stated 
that  the  IFLA  Roxand  Table  of  Libraries  for  the  Blind  recognizes 
the  in5)ortance  of  catalog  information  in  promoting  international 
exchange  of  reading  materials  for  blind  and  physically  handicapped 
people.  To  improve  the  availability  of  cataloging  data,  he 
recommended  that  all  countries  represented  shall  undertake  to 
implement  the  following  resolutions ; 

Action 

I.  Mechanism  for  International  Exchange  of  Bibliographic  Information 

The  IFLA  Round  Table  of  Libraries  for  the  Blind 
recognizes  that  international  exchange  of  bibliographic 
information  must  rest  on  a foundation  of  national  biblio- 
graphic control.  Therefore,  it  proposes  that: 

1)  A national  bibliographic  center  for  special 
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format  materials*  shall  be  designated  in 
each  covintry  represented  in  the  Round  Table. 

The  fiinctions  of  this  center  shall  be  to 
gather  bibliographic  data  on  all  special 
format  items  produced  in  the  country  and 
make  the  data  available  to  other  nations. 

2)  The  national  bibliographic  center  for  each 
co\antry  shall  be  designated  by  Rovmd  Table 
members  representing  that  country,  in  con- 
sultation with  others  as  appropriate. 

3)  Each  national  center  shall  designate  a 
representative  to  maintain  liaison  with 

the  Round  Table  subcommittee  on  biblibgraphic 
standards . 

The  Round  Table  recommends  that  each  national 
group  consult  with  its  national  library 
before  designating  a national  bibliographic 
center  for  special  format  materials.  Many 
national  libraries  are  now  serving  as  biblio- 
graphic centers  for  print  and  nonprint  mate- 
rials. These  may  or  may  not  be  suitable  as 
bibliographic  centers  for  special  format 
materials . 

II.  Standardization  of  Media  of  Exchange 

The  IFLA  Round  Table  recognizes  the  importance  of 
standardized  media  of  exchange  for  bibliographic  data.  Such 
media  may  include : 

Publication  of  bibliographic  records 
in  a regularly  issued  national 
bibliography ; 

Catalog  cards ; and 

Machine -readable  records . 

The  Round  Table  proposes  that : 

1)  Representatives  of  countries  in  the  Round  Table 
shall  determine  the  appropriate  forum  for  pxabli- 
cation  of  bibliographic  records  of  special 
format  materials.  Representatives  of  countries 

*Special  format  materials  are  defined  as  braille,  recorded,  and  other 
materials  produced  for  the  use  of  blind  and  physically  handicapped 
individuals . 
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with  active  national  bibliographies  shall 
confer  with  appropriate  persons  to  determine 
whether  the  existing  national  bibliography 
provides  an  outlet  for  these  records.  If 
not,  the  designated  national  center  shall 
explore  initiation  of  an  alternate  publication. 

2)  Each  country  shall  explore  mechanisms  for 
making  its  catalog  cards  available  to  other 
countries , and  produce  a statement  of  policy . 

3)  Existing  capabilities  for  machine -readable 
catalog  records  shall  be  reported  by  each 
country.  Where  machine-readable  formats 
exist,  they  shall  be  reviewed  for  conformance 
with  existing  standards  for  communication  of 
this  infoirmation , namely  ISO  2709  and  UNIMARC. 

Where  new  formats  are  developed,  they  shall 

be  compatible  with  national  and  international 
standards . 

III.  Cataloging  Rules 

The  Po\ind  Table  proposes  to  use  the  International 
Standard  Bibliographic  Description  for  Non-Book  Materials 
(ISBD-NBM) , with  appropriate  additions  and  interpretations, 
as  a standard  for  bibliographic  description.  It  is 
recommended  that  all  member  libraries  adopt  cataloging 
rules  consistent  with  the  ISBD-NBM.  The  Round  Table  Sub- 
committee on  Bibliographic  Standards  will  serve  as  a 
resource  group  to  assist  members  in  determining  their 
cataloging  policy. 

IV.  Establishment  of  Round  Table  Subcommittee  on  Bibliographic 

Standards 

The  Round  Table  establish  a Subcommittee  on 
Bibliographic  Standards  to  perform  the  following  tasks : 

1)  To  maintain  liaison  with  Round  Table  members, 
assisting  libraries  in  adopting  the  measures 
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approved  by  the  Round  Table  and  monitoring 
progress  in  their  implementation!  and 

2)  To  maintain  awareness  of  developments  in 
international  cataloging  standardization, 
and  to  evaluate  their  adaptation  to  libraries 
for  blind  and  physically  handicapped  individuals. 

Mr.  de  Villiers  offered  comments  regarding  additions  and 
interpretations  of  the  ISBD(NBM)  used  in  cataloging  rules  for  mate- 
rials for  blind  and  physically  handicapped  individuals . 

^ A lengthy  discussion  ensued.  George  Ankobla,  Ghana,  as 
well  as  Francoise  Hebert,  Canada,  and  Paul  Thiele,  Canada,  addressed 
the  need  to  interface  with  existing  IFLA  and  other  national  associa- 
tion groups. 


UNANIMOUS  AGREEMENT  WAS  REACHED  ON  ALL 
POINTS  WITH  THE  UNDERSTANDING  THAT 
INTERORGANIZATIONAL  COOPERATION  WILL 
BE  EFFECTED.  DEVELOPING  OF  AN  IMPLE- 
MENTATION PLAN  WAS  REMANDED  TO  THE 
INCOMING  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  ROUND  TABLE. 


An  International  Biobibliographical  Directory  or  "The  Blind  in 
Life  and  Works" — D.  S.  Zharkov,  U.S.S.R. , and  Paul  E.  Thiele, 
Canada 


Action 

Mr.  Zharkov,  acting  tander  a 1978  recommendation  of  the 
Round  Table  presented  a prospectus  for  creation  of  a biobiblio- 
graphical directory.  He  suggested  that  such  a directory  woaild 
"pop\ilarize  among  broad  segments  of  the  population,  especially 
among  blind  youth,  the  lives  and  works  of  blind  persons  who  have 
made  a significant  contribution  to  the  development  of  world— or 
national — -science,  literature,  or  art,  or  aidao  have  been  prominent 
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public  figtares." 

Further,  Mr.  Zharkov  noted  that  the  directory  would 
assist  in  providing  information  on  biographical  and  bibliograph- 
ical sources  about  the  blihd  to: 

Literary  scholars,  art  scholars,  and 
historians ; 

Persons  and  organizations  that  are 
involved  in  rehabilitating  the  blind, 
providing  vocational  training,  educa- 
tion, doing  cultural  work  among  the 
blind,  or  various  aspects  of  compensa- 
tion for  blindness;  and 

Be  of  use  in  reference  and  bibliograph- 
ical work  both  in  special  libraries  for 
the  blind  and  in  research  libraries. 

The  proposed  contents  and  rationale  for  inclusion  were 

noted.  It  was  suggested  that  the  dictionary  be  issued  in  Russian, 

German,  French,  and  English. 

PAUL  THIELE,  CANADA,  OFFERED  SUGGES- 
TIONS THAT  WOULD  MODIFY  THE  ORIGINAL 
PROPOSAL.  HE  SUGGESTED  A "LIGHTER 
APPROACH."  REPRESENTATIVES  FROM

Mr.  Fidder  presented  recommendations  regarding  appro- 
priate action.

First,  he  suggested  that  in  the  design  of  data  collec- 
tion systems  for  transmission  of  braille  and  recordings  via 
inteimational  mails  that  the  form  (Appendix  A)  be  made  up  in 
one  original  and  two  copies ; 

The  original  and  first  carbon  be  mailed  (but 
not  in  the  same  package)  when  reading  mate- 
rials are  introduced  in  international  mail. 

The  second  carbon  be  retained  by  lending 
library;  there  will  be  this  record  of  the 
transaction  in  case  the  others  go  astray . 

The  original  is  to  be  mailed  by  borrower 
immediately  (upon  receipt  of  materials)  to 
lending  library. 

The  first  carbon  is  to  be  mailed  by  borrower 
to  lending  library  when  user  is  through  with 
materials  and  placed  into  mails  to  be  returned. 

He  also  recommended  that  data  collection  be  performed  during  one 

year  (between  IFLA  Congresses)  and  that  a tabulation  be  prepared 

in  advance  of  the  1981  Congress.  Conceivably,  all  participating 

libraries  will  have  these  data  record  sheets  and  can  forward  them, 

a few  weeks  in  advance,  to  the  Executive  Secretary  to  be  evaluated 

and  tabulated.  Further,  Mr.  Fidder  recommended  that  the  form  and 

package  mailing  label  should  bear  the  same  identifying  number  so 

reference  can  be  made  to  the  same  form  and  package. 

Next,  Mr.  Fidder  urged  that  all  members  of  the  Round 
Table  send  copies  of  a letter  (Appendix  B)  to  appropriate  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Universal  Postal  Union. 

FOLLOWING  A BRIEF  DISCUSSION  UNANIMOUS 
AGREEMENT  WAS  REACHED  ON  BOTH  POINTS. 
IMPLEMENTATION  OF  THE  DATA  COLLECTION 
SYSTEM  WAS  REMANDED  TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF 
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THE  ROUND  TABLE.  ALL  PARTICIPANTS 
AGP^ED  TO  SEND  THE  POSTAL  UNION 
LETTER. 


Recordings;  Toward  a Unification  of  Talking  Book  Formats  as  a 

Means  of  Sharing  International  Reading  Resources  for  the 
Handicapped — Paul  E.  Thiele,  Canada 

Mr.  Thiele  addressed  common  audio  book  formats  in  use 
today  and  considered  whether  there  is  one  system  that  is  clearly 
superior.  He  stated  that  "a  unification  of  talking-book  formats 
is  inevitable  in  the  face  of  rising  costs  of  production  and 
greater  demand  for  materials  of  international  nature  and  appeal . 
But  planning  and  development  by  talking  book  producers,  by  the 
electronics  industry  and  by  governments  is  lagging  behind  the 
potential  of  this  unique  form  of  art  and  entertainment  is  not 
yet  fully  recognized." 

Mr.  Thiele  commented  on  the  need  for  standardization 
on  the  four  track,  15/16  i.p.s.  cassette  format  and  mentioned 
specifically  his  views  on  format  versus  copyright,  the  need  for 
international  exchange  of  master  tapes  and  why  an  international 
directory  of  talking  book  producers  would  be  useful.  Further, 
he  projected  the  need  for  bibliographic  accuracy  in  the  descrip- 
tion of  talking  book  materials. 

In  conclusion  Mr.  Thiele  said:  "The  time  has  arrived 
when  men  believe  that  nothing  should  stand  in  the  way  of  knowledge 
cuid  information.  The  blind  as  well  as  those  who  can  read  print 
are  in  the  middle  of  an  explosion  of  information.  For  the  blind 
and  print  handicapped,  technology  has  provided  the  talking  book 
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as  the  single  most  important  component  of  the  information  package 
which  makes  printed  materials  accessible  to  them.  While  the 
potential  is  there  to  share  within  many  countries  and  across 
international  boundaries , the  divergence  of  technical  formats 
has  created  a situation  which  is  not  unlike  that  of  the  Old 
Testament . " 


"Behold  the  people  is  one,  and  they  have 
all  one  Icmguage : and  this  they  begin  to 
do;  and  now  nothing  will  be  restrained 
from  them  which  they  have  imagined  to  do.

Action 


Four  specific  action  recommendations  were  made ; 

1)  A Round  Table  Subcommittee  should  be  established 
to  identify  audio  needs , review  proposed  equip- 
ment, and  stay  abreast  of  the  state  of  the  art.

2)  The  Library  of  Congress  should  permit  free  dis- 
tribution of  its  cassette-book  machine. 

THE  LIBRARY  OF  CONGRESS  POSITION  WAS 
STATED.  ANY  ORGANIZATION  MAY  ACQUIRE 
IF  THE  MACHINE  IS  TO  BE  USED  ONLY  BY 
BLIND  OR  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 
INDIVIDUALS . 

3)  Audio  formats  used  by  libraries  serving  blind 
emd  physically  handicapped  individuals  should 
be  determined  by  convenience  to  users  and  cost 
effectiveness  and  not  for  any  other  reason. 

UNANIMOUS  CONSENT  WAS  RECEIVED. 

4)  An  international  directory  of  talking-book 
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producers  should  be  created. 

UNANIMOUS  CONSENT  WAS  RECEIVED  AS 
SUCH  A PROJECT  IS  CURRENTLY  IN 
PROGRESS . 

International  Contact  Points — Peter  Hanke,  U.S.A. 

Mr.  Hanke  described  development  of  a Guidebook  of 
Braille  and  Recorded  Book  Libraries  and  Production  Facilities , 

work  sponsored  by  the  Round  Table  and  by  the  World  Coimcil  for 
the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  and  funded  by  UNESCO.  "Libraries 
throughout  the  world  serving  blind  and  physically  handicapped 
individuals  will  be  identified,"  said  Mr,  Hanke.  "Information 
regarding  location,  administration,  format  of  materials  produced 
and/or  held,  language  of  materials  produced,  availability  of  mate 
rials  through  international  interlibrary  loan  and  catalog  avail- 
ability will  be  included.  In  addition  to  serving  as  an  identifi- 
cation tool,  the  guidebook  will  serve  as  a base  for  expanding 
existing  services  to  blind  and  physically  handicapped  individuals 
as  a sourcebook  for  building  library  programs  in  developing 
countries  where  such  library  services  do  not  exist. 

"Further,  the  guidebook  will  assist  the  implementation 
of  talking  and/or  braille  book  production  centers  and  stimulate 
studies  to  develop  the  distribution  of  talking  and/or  braille 
books  with  special  attention  to  developing  countries. 

"In  creating  the  guidebook  the  Round  Table  will  be 
identified  as  a central  international  informational  source. 
Following  completion  of  this  effort,  the  Round  Table  will 
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maintain  and  coordinate  an  Information  Center  to  receive  and 
distribute  updated  information,  maintain  contacts  and  solicit 
international  cooperation  for  the  development  of  programs , 
stimulate  study  groups  according  to  identified  needs , as  well 
as  organize  and  maintain  a roll  of  everts." 

Mr.  Hanke  also  stated  that  responsibility  for  prepar- 
ation of  the  guidebook  will  be  assumed  by  the  American  Foundation 
for  the  Blind,  U.S.A.,  in  cooperation  with  the  National  Library 
Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped,  Library  of 
Congress,  U.S.A.  Individual  participation  in  preparation  of 
the  guidebook  will  be  mider  the  direction  of  the  Chaiman  and 
meit±>ers  of  the  Siibcoiranittee  for  Talking  Book  Distribution, 
Committee  on  Cultural  Affairs , World  Coimcil  for  the  Welfare  of 
the  Blind,  and  the  Chairman  for  both  the  Stibcommittee  on  Library 
Services,  VICWB , and  the  Round  Table  of  Libraries  for  the  Blind, 
IFLA. 

Members  of  the  WCWB  Subcoirmittee  come  from  Brazil, 

Hungary,  Sweden,  United  Kingdom,  and  U.S.A. 

THE  $23,000  EFFORT  IS  PROJECTED 
TO  BE  COMPLETED  IN  1981. 

Library  Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  in 

Denmark— John  Larsen , Denmark 

Following  a presentation  on  the  history  and  current 
status  of  service  in  Denmark,  Mr.  Larsen  projected  the  future. 

He  said  that  in  1979  it  was  recommended  "that  the  State  Library 
and  Printing  House  for  the  Blind  should  not  belong  tinder  the 
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Directorate  of  Social  Services  as  a part  of  the  piablic  assistance , 
but  ought  to  be  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Cultural  Affairs 
as  a part  of  the  public  library  service.... 

"Of  course , it  is  an  obvious  thought  to  orgcinize  the 
library  service  to  the  blind  and  handicapped  according  to  the 
same  model  as  the  public  library  service  as  a whole,  i.e.,  the 
maximum  utilization  of  the  total  stock  of  (talking)  books  in  the 
whole  country , only  limited  by  practical  considerations . A nvrni- 
ber  of  central  (county)  libraries  already  have  provided  a talking 
book  service  within  their  region  in  accordance  with  that  pattern. 
Now  we  are  anxious  to  learn  if  the  coming  draft  bill  makes  it  an 
obligation  for  public  libraries  to  have  talking  books,  and  if  so 
at  what  levels , in  all  full-time  public  libraries  or  only  in  the 
central  libraries. 

"Only  in  1976  the  public  libraries  got  their  first  talk- 
ing books  on  compact  cassettes , at  the  beginning  reproductions  of 
the  most  popular  evergreens  in  the  State  Library  for  the  Blind. 

The  present  number  of  titles  produced  by  commercial  publishers , 
may  be  500  total . The  librarians  at  the  State  Library  and  Print- 
ing House  for  the  Blind  think  that  the  best  way  to  organize  the 
desirable  nationwide  library  service  for  the  blind  and  other 
handicapped  in  reading  is  decentralization  combined  with  a strong 
rearmament  of  the  national  central  library  and  production  plant 
(that  is  the  State  Library  and  Printing  House  for  the  Blind) . 

"Each  municipal  library-system  should  according  to  its 
size,  economy  and  status  have  smaller  or  larger  collections  of 
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talking  books.  Dependent  on  the  extension  of  talking  book- 
obligation  in  the  expected  new  library  legislation,  a number 
of  libraries  might  not  provide  talking  books  by  themselves, 
but  then  it  should  of  co\irse  be  their  duty  to  order  the  desired 
items  from  other  xanits  in  the  system.  It  may  be  a neighbouring 
library,  the  central  library  or  the  national  library  for  the  blind 

"The  latter  should  provide  book  deposits  as  well  as 
single  books  either  through  a library  or  directly  to  the  borrower, 
according  to  a system  adopted  by  all  parties  concerned. 

"Seen  from  the  borrowers  angle  it  would  look  like  this ; 

I may  use  by  local  library  and/or  the  national  library. 

"The  possibility  of  borrowing  locally  as  well  as 
centrally  should  serve  a dual  or  threefold  purpose : The  possi- 
bility of  close  contact  to  one's  local  library,  a guarantee  of 
enough  supply  of  books  and  finally  the  possibility  of  making  one's 
own  choice  of  main-supplier  of  library  service,  - cf.  the  inter- 
availability system  for  non-handicapped  borrowers , which  could 
never  be  put  into  practice  in  the  same  way  for  handicapped  readers 
just  because  of  their  handicap. 

"All  things  considered  such  a system  combines  the  best 
service  to  the  borrowers  with  a maximum  utilization  of  the 
invested  taxation-money .... 

"Finally,  the  report  suggests  a new  authority,  working 
especially  with  library  service  to  the  handicapped.  It  should 
observe  the  development  in  progress  and  take  all  appropriate 
initiatives  to  promote  and  improve  library  services  for  the 
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handicapped.  One  of  the  basic  assumptions  of  the  report  is  that 
the  time  has  come  to  reserve  a greater  part  of  the  joint  library 
budget  to  the  handicapped,  also  and  not  least  if  the  total  eco- 
nomic resources  available  to  the  Danish  library  system  do  not  grow 
because  of  general  economic  recession.  "So  after  all,"  Mr.  Larsen 
said,  "I  think  we  may  be  confident  that  we  shall  reach  the  have- 
something-level  in  our  time . " 


MISCELLANEOUS  MEETINGS 

During  the  working  meetings  several  topics  were  addressed 
which  require  identification  but  defy  classification.  They  follow; 
Users 


The  Round  Table  agreed  that ; "Users  will  be 
defined  as  individuals  who  are  uncible  to  read 
print  because  of  a visual  or  physical  handicap." 

Large  Print 

A paper  will  be  presented  at  the  next  Round 
Table  meeting  to  the  point  of  developing  a 
state-of-the-art  regarding  large  print  and 
the  position  of  the  Round  Table. 

Liaison 

A working  group  will  be  established  to  survey 
the  needs  of  library  systems  in  all  coTontries 
and  to  liaise  with  associations  for  the  blind. 

Braille  Newspaper 

Leif  Andersson  described  a project  to  bring  a 
daily  newspaper  to  blind  individuals  in  braille. 
In  Goteborg,  Sweden,  Mr.  Andersson  explained, 
the  local  newspaper  used  compositors  tapes  to 
transmit  data,  through  telephone  lines,  to  a 
braille  keyboard  which  was  accessed  by  six 
individuals.  The  experiment  was  a success. 
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RELATED  PROFESSIONAL  AND  SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES 


On  Wednesday,  August  29,  menfcers  of  the  Round  Table  visited 
the  Danish  State  Institute  for  the  Blind  and  Partially  Sighted  and 
the  Danish  State  Library  and  Printing  House  for  the  Blind. 

The  State  Institute  for  the  Blind  and  Partially  Sighted, 
Hellerup,  was  founded  on  November  4,  1968.  In  1811  the  Kjaede  Orden 
(Chain  Order)  began  instruction  of  the  blind  residents  of  Copenhagen i 
however,  it  was  with  the  founding  of  the  Royal  Institute  for  the  Blind 
in  Kastelsvej  60  in  1858  that  the  State  first  took  upon  itself  the 
duty  of  giving  the  blind  both  a school  and  vocational  education. 

The  aims  of  the  institutions  have  been  to  provide  both  a 
school  education  and  vocational  training.  Detailed  courses  are  offered 
in  switchboard  operation,  piano  tuning,  and  professional  organ  playing. 
The  curriculum  also  offers  assistance  in  computer  prograitming , commtmi- 
cation,  braille,  study  techniques,  sewing,  mobility,  and  a variety  of 
other  useful  techniques . 

A review  of  braille  production,  automated  theraoform  machines, 
tactile  map  creation,  and  training  devices  was  supplemented  by  an 
examination  of  historical  braille  books  and  production  equipment. 

The  oldest  book  in  the  collection  was  The  Gospel  by  Saint 
John  produced  by  Gall's  system  in  Edinburgh  in  1832.  The  Boston  System 
was  represented  by  A Geographical  and  Statistical  Atlas  for  Use  of  the 
Blind,  produced  in  1836  by  Samuel  C.  Howe  of  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
U.S.A. 

The  modern  Institute  facility  was  found  to  have  a dedicated. 
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sympathetic  staff. 

Following  lianch  the  State  Library  facility  was  toured. 
Interest  was  shown  in  the  recording  studios  and  in  the  cost-effective 
production  methods  utilized.  Approximately  500-900  recorded  books 
are  circulated  each  day  to  7,000  users. 

Roiand  Table  members  appreciated  the  open , frank  response 
to  questions  by  the  staff  of  both  groups. 

During  the  Thursday,  August  30,  1979,  meeting  of  the  Round 
Table  selections  from  The  Chamber  Chorus  of  the  Lithuanian  Society  of 
Blind  People  were  played.  D.  S.  Zharkov,  U.S.S.R. , made  the  stereo 
recording  available.  Mr.  Zharkov  noted  that  "the  Lithuanian  Society 
mainly  aims  at  rallying  blind  people  and  those  who  have  partially  lost 
their  sight  to  the  benefits  of  socialist  life.  In  the  process  of 
development  of  the  activities  of  the  Society,  the  range  of  professions 
mastered  is  constantly  widening.  Blind  people  make  various  products, 
take  part  in  administration,  act  as  lawyers,  school  masters,  teachers 
in  high  schools,  journalists,  computer  programmers,  etc.  The  record 
played  is  the  first  in  the  history  of  the  Lithuanian  Chamber  Chorus 
of  the  Society  of  Blind  People." 

On  the  same  evening,  Svend  Jensen,  Chaiirman  of  the  Danish 
Association  of  the  Blind,  hosted  a dinner  for  officers  of  the  Round 
Table.  A delightful  experience  was  culminated  with  singing  of  national 
songs. 

On  Friday  evening,  August  31,  Paulli  Thomsen  hosted  a 
recital  for  Round  Table  members  at  his  home.  All  enjoyed  African 
driam  music,  fellowship,  singing  of  the  "official"  Round  Table  song 
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and  a spirited  performance  of  the  Round  Table  dance. 

On  Monday  and  Tuesday,  September  3 and  4,  a small  group  of 
Round  Table  members  toured  the  Norwegian  Association  of  the  Blind  in 
Oslo.  They  found  that  10,000  Norwegians  are  eligible  for  service  with 
6,000  actually  registered.  Demographic  statistics  revealed  that  80% 
of  all  users  are  over  50  years  of  age,  70%  are  over  60,  and  60%  are 
over  70.  The  main  causes  of  blindness  are  work-related  accidents  and 
diabetes . 

The  talking-book  library  serves  32  students  and  4,500  public 
library  patrons.  “Hie  braille  library  serves  200  individuals  in  Oslo 
and  150  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  Approximately  150  braille  books 
are  produced  each  year. 

Random  observations  of  the  Oslo  facility  include  the  follow- 
ing i 

Large  print  is  in  great  demand; 

The  BASF  9210  cassette  machine  offers  good 
service; 

A talking-book  club  distributes  eight  titles 
each  year  in  attractive  holders  replicating 
a print  book; 

Three  recording  studios  produce  350  titles 
each  year,  in  a quantity  of  3 to  30  copies; 

Lyrec  cassette  duplicators  are  cost  effective; 

The  Hitachi  TDK  cassette  provides  high 
quality,  low  spill  listening; 

The  student  audio  library  holds  317  new  titles; 
Braille  Esperanto  is  growing  in  demand;  and 
The  braille  library , under  the  direction  of 
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Hans  Lund,  provides  services  to  140 
individual  readers.

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II.  TO  INTERNATIONAL  AIR  CARGO  ASSOCIATIONS 


Dear  Sir: 

The  International  Federation  of  Library  Associations  is 
an  international  organization  of  library  associations  interested  in 
providing  material  essential  to  meeting  the  reading  needs  of  blind 
persons.  These  special  reading  materials  for  the  blind  are  now 
exchanged  internationally  through  the  mails  using  surface  transporta- 
tion. Often  there  are  long  delays  between  time  of  request  and 
receipt  of  materials  by  blind  \isers . IFLA  is  seeking  other  means 
of  shipment  in  order  to  serve  blind  persons  on  a more  timely  basis. 

It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  space  for  air  freight 

shipment  of  such  material  is  available  on  a space  available  basis  at 

a rate  generally  lower  than  the  regular  air  cargo  rates.  Is  it 

indeed  cortmon  practice  to  offer  lower  cargo  rates  on  a space  avail- 

able basis?  Is  shipment  of  special  reading  materials  for  the  blind 
feasible  and  would  they  be  acceptable  on  international  cargo  flights? 

Your  response  addressing  these  and  other  aspects  of  this 
method  of  shipment  would  be  appreciated.

Dear 

It  is  requested  that  at  their  forthcoming  meeting 
September  12  to  October  25,  1979,  in  Rio  de  Janeiro,  representatives 
of  the  Universal  Postal  Union  consider  proposed  changes  in  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Acts  of  the  Universal  Postal  Union  governing  free  matter 
for  the  blind. 

Under  Articles  18,  19,  and  128  of  the  Acts  as  adopted  in 
Lausanne  in  1974 , books  and  periodicals  in  embossed  forms  are  admitted 
postage  free  to  Universal  Postal  mail  for  the  benefit  of  blind  persons. 
Recordings  of  books  and  periodicals  especially  manufactured  and  designed 
for  the  use  of  the  blind  are  also  admitted  postage  free  if  sent  by  or 
addressed  to  an  officially  recognized  institution  for  the  blind. 

The  sound-reproducing  machines  designed  to  be  used  solely 
with  these  special  recordings,  however,  are  not  now  accepted  postage 
free  in  international  mail.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  recorded  read- 
ing material  for  the  blind  are  playable  only  on  these  machines,  and 
that  these  especially  designed  machines  are  not  competitive  with  those 
which  are  marketed  commercially.  It  is  proposed  that  the  provisions 
of  the  Acts  of  the  UPU  be  amended  to  permit  the  introduction  of  these 
sound-reproducing  machines  into  the  Universal  Postal  Union  mails  as 
postage -free  matter. 

Individual  countries  have  over  the  years  developed  their 
own  programs  to  provide  information  and  reading  materials  to  their 
blind  citizens.  These  programs  are  necessary  for  these  citizens' 
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appropriate  enjoyment  and  contribution  to  the  society  in  which  they 
live.  These  programs  are  e:q)ensive,  however,  and  have  been  limited 
by  the  resources — i.e.,  the  ftmds  and  production  equipment — available 
to  each  individvial  sponsoring  nation.  Our  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Acts  would  significantly  advance  present  efforts  to  share  these  special 
library  materials  within  the  international  commxmity.  Parallel 
action  is  in  progress  under  the  auspices  of  UNESCO.  Duty-free  impor- 
tation of  sound-reproducing  machines  especially  designed  for  the  use 
of  blind  people  is  in  the  process  of  ratification  by  signatory 
countries  of  the  In^rtation  of  Educational,  Scientific,  and  Cultural 
Materials  Treaty  (Florence  Agreement) . 

Please  be  assiired  that  the  members  of  the  Ro\and  Table  of 
Libraries  for  the  Blind,  International  Federation  of  Library 
Associations,  will  gladly  provide  such  fxirther  information  eind  tech- 
nical assistance  as  you  may  request.

10 . Round  Tables y Working  Groups  and  Professional  Units 

10.1  Roxmd  Tables 

10.1.1  A Round  Table  is  a limited  group  of  persons  of  comparable 
professional  status  or  interest,  established  for  the 
exchange  of  experience. 

10.1.2  The  terms  of  reference,  organization,  and  functioning  of 
a Round  Table  shall  be  determined  either  by  the  Division 
or  Section  or  combination  of  both  by  which  it  is  estab- 
lished or  by  the  Roxmd  Table  itself,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Professional  Board. 

10.1.3  The  Round  Table  shall  (in  any  case)  have  a Chairman  and 
a Secretary. 

10.1.4  After  the  establishment  of  a Round  Table,  Members  and 
Affiliates  shall  be  informed  through  the  organ  of  the 
Federation  of  its  establishment  and  shall  be  invited  to 
name  persons  for  possible  participation  in  the  work  of 
the  Round  Table. 

10.1.5  At  the  initiation  of  a Round  Table,  admission  to  member- 
ship shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Coordinating  Board 
of  the  Division  or  the  Standing  Committee (s)  of  the 
Section (s)  establishing  the  Round  Table. 

10.1.6  When  a Round  Table  is  in  operation  it  may  admit  persons 
at  its  discretion,  provided  these  persons  are  affiliated 
to  the  Federation,  are  employed  by  a Member  or  Affiliate 
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or  may  be  considered  to  represent  a Member  or  Affiliate. 

10.1.7  In  deviation  from  the  provisions  in  10.1.1  and  10.1.6 
the  specific  character  of  a Round  Table  may  be  such  that 
its  functioning  would  be  more  effective  if  the  membership 
consisted  of  institutions  instead  of  persons. 

Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Professional  Board  it  may 
be  decided  to  follow  such  course,  provided  the  institu- 
tions designate  one  or  more  named  representatives  to  attend 
the  Round  Table  meetings  on  a regular  basis . 

10.1.8  A Round  Table  may  organize  meetings. 

10.1.9  A Round  Table  shall  report  at  least  once  a year  to  the 
Divisions  or  Sections  by  which  it  is  established. 

10.1.10  If  requesting  financial  support  for  its  work,  the  Round 
Table  must  apply  through  one  particular  Division  and  shall 
follow  the  rules  set  by  the  Financial  Officer  of  this 
particular  Division. 

10.1.11  The  Round  Table  shall  be  automatically  discontinued  if 
the  membership  drops  below  five.

Executive  Board,  November  1978." 
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Resolutions  on  Copyright  passed  at  a meeting 
held  in  Copenhagen  on  August  31,  1979 

The  International  Federation  of  Library  Associations  (IFLA)  Round  Table 
of  Libraries  for  the  Blind  supports  the  Universal  Declaration  of  Human 
Rights  which  states,  in  Article  27,  Paragraph  2,  that: 

"Everyone  has  the  right  freely  to  participate 
in  the  cultural  life  of  the  community,  to 
enjoy  the  arts  and  share  in  scientific  advance- 
ment and  its  benefits" 

and  recognizes  the  significance  of  printed  materials  in  the  achievement 
of  these  objectives  in  society  today.  The  Round  Table  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that  millions  of  individuals  throughout  the  world  are  unable  to 
read  printed  materials  because  of  a physical  handicap,  and  are  thus  greatly 
disadvantaged  in  their  attempt  to  lead  full,  active  and  independent  lives 
in  society.  Handicapped  individuals  depend  on  materials  in  alternate  media, 
such  as  braille  and  audio  tape.  The  production  and  dissemination  of  such 
materials  is  a responsibility  usually  assigned  by  charitable  and  govern- 
mental agencies . The  quantity  of  materials  produced  in  alternate  media 
is  never  more  than  a small  fraction  of  the  world's  publishing  output,  and 
is  inadequate  to  serve  the  educational , informational  and  cultural  needs 
of  handicapped  readers.  Copyright  is  one  reason  for  the  insufficiency  of 
materials  for  the  handicapped,  as  it  can  delay,  encumber,  restrict  or  pre- 
vent the  production  and  dissemination  of  alternate  media  materials . The 
IFLA  Round  Table  of  Libraries  for  the  Blind  deplores  all  barriers  to  the 
free  flow  of  materials  for  the  handicapped,  and  considers  that  regulations, 
practices  and  procedures  which  prevent  or  unduly  delay  handicapped  indi- 
viduals from  reading  copyrighted  materials  in  alternate  media,  are  discrim- 
inatory and  in  violation  of  the  basic  human  right  of  free  access  to  public 
information. 

The  IFLA  Ro\md  Table  of  Libraries  for  the  Blind,  in  consideration  of  the 
facts  and  principles  noted  above,  proposes  the  following  resolutions: 

1)  Copyright  regulations,  practices  and  procedures  which 
unduly  delay,  encimber,  restrict  or  prevent  the  produc- 
tion and  dissemination  of  alternate  media  materials 
created  for  the  exclusive  use  of  persons  unable  to  read 
print  because  of  a physical  handicap,  constitute  a vio- 
lation of  the  basic  human  right  of  free  access  to  public 
information,  and  shall  be  discontinued  or  amended  to 
remove  their  discriminatory  effect  upon  the  production 
and  dissemination  of  materials  for  the  physically  handi- 
capped. Copyright  owners  shall  not  have  the  right  to 
refuse  permission  for  their  published  works  to  be  tran- 
scribed into  alternate  media  such  as  braille  and  audio 
tape,  for  the  exclusive  use  of  persons  unable  to  read 
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print  because  of  a physical  handicap,  as  this  constitutes 
a form  of  discrimination  against  the  handicapped  and  is 
in  violation  of  basic  hvunan  rights. 

2)  All  countries  shall  be  encouraged  to  adopt  appropriate 
measures  to  remove  or  reduce  delays  in  obtaining  per- 
missions from  copyright  owners  to  transcribe  their  works 
into  alternate  media  materials.  Such  measures  could 
include  legislated  exemptions  for  the  production  and 
dissemination  of  alternate  media  materials  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  handicapped,  and  statutory  rights 
or  compulsory  licenses  vAiich  eliminate  the  requirement 
to  obtain  permission  prior  to  production  of  materials 

in  alternate  media. 

3)  Agencies  which  produce  materials  in  alternate  media  for 
the  exclusive  use  of  handicapped  readers  shall  be 
e:q)ected  to  share  these  resources  internationally,  in 
order  to  reduce  duplication  and  expand  the  number  of 
titles  available  to  the  handicapped  population.  Arti- 
ficial barriers  to  the  international  loan,  exchange, 
and  nonprofit  sale  of  materials  for  the  handicapped 
shall  be  removed.
